Meals and Lodging Tax 

The alleged bill that everyone 
was talking about and ncbody had. 
seen has finally surfaced. LID1584 
—‘‘An Act to Repeal the Sales Tax 
on Meals and Lodging and Estab- 
lish a Meals and Lodging Tax for 
the Purpose of Stabilizing the 
Property Tax”, had a hearing be- 
fore the Taxation Committee last 
week. 

One of tthe principal features of 
the proposal would be to change 
the current 5% sales tax on meals: 
and lodging to a 7% meals and 
lodging tax, This would generate 
sufficient revenue to increase the 
State - Municipal Revenue Sharing 
Program (MRS) from its: current 
4% to 5.75%, effective Jianuary 1, 
1984, and also tto fund the expanded 
tourism promotion program, The 
MRS program would be increased 
to 6.75% during the second year 
of the biennium (July 1, 1984 to 
June 30, 1985), These percentages 
would be based upon the meceipts 
by the state from the sales and 
use tax, the corporate and person- 
al income taxes, and tthe new 
meals) and lodging tax which 
would be established by this bill. 

The proposal would also require 
tax bills sent out by municipalities 
to. include a statement or calcula- 
tions. that demonstrate the reduc- 
tion in the individual’s property 
tax which was: made possible by 
the receipt of MRS funds. 

At this time I am opposed to 
this legislation because: 

There ig no sales tax in New 
Hampshire, so a 7% tax in Maine 
would reduce business along the 
Maine-New Hampshire border — 
look at the long lines of Maine 
cars now travelling tto save 5% 
Maine sales tax. 

This could cause serious harm 
to the restaurant and lodging in- 
dustry, along with Maine jobs. 

This will not provide property 
tax relief. If communities have 
the money they will spend it, and 
there is no guarantee that in the 
event of a monetary state shortfali 
the money will go to the communi- 
ties.
